$100,000 Jewel 
Theft Foiled

Palm Springs police officers—slaked out at the 
home of wealthy Village insurance man Charles Beck­ 
er for nearly a week— last night riddled one would-be 
burglar with a fusillade of gunfire, arrested a second 
and sieved a fleeing getaway car in an unsuccessful 
attempt to capture a third. 


The officers, under the d irect 


supervision of Police Chief Gus 
K ettm an. had w atched the plush, 
two-story residence for nearly a 
week before last n ig h t's rapid-fire 
action took place. 


THE TH R EE BURGLARS had 
accum ulated 
m ore than $100,000 
in jewelry within the B ecker re si­ 
dence at 828 Avenida Palos V er­ 
des, police told The D esert Sun 
today, 
and 
also 
looted 
a 
hall 
closet of an erm ine w rap and • 
mink stole. 


Three officers — D et. Sgt. C a r­ 
roll Vogelaar, Det. C arl Husland- 
e r in addition to Chief K ettm ann— 
blasted a 25-year-old m an identi­ 
fied tentatively as T erry T urrell, 
of New Y’ork. 
Each of th e officers fired at. 
the fleeing suspect a fter he ignor­ 
ed an order to su rrender when 
police switched all y ard lights on 
at th« B ecker residence. 


WE ORDERED HIM to sto p ," 
Chief 
K ettm an 
explained. 
"In ­ 
stead he elected to b reak for it. 


“ He picked hi* owa w ay o u t." 
T he dead suspect, a handsom e, 
neatly-tailored man who lay w ith 
legs crossed and a white sock 
still pulled over his right hand, 
nearly m ade good his escape try 
ftom the Rouse as a light but 
steady drizzle fell. 
“ He w ent out the gate with the 
two furs," Sgt. 
V ogelaar 
said, 
“ and was a t the side of the c a r 
when we hit him. His legs went 
out from under him. the furs fell 
aw ay from him and the car took 
o f f ” 
N either the slain suspect nor 
the captured suspect w ere found 
to be carrying firearm s, officers 
added.

On the order to halt, officers said, 
Sico tossed a pillowcase that con­ 
tained m ore than $100,000 in jew­ 
e lry at the feet of a figurine of 
C hrist that was set in an arbor 
in the B ecker rear yard. Officers 
said he also rid himself of a sock 
th at had been on his right hand 
a t the tim e he left the house.

Some may 
say that the city paid good tax money 
for something that a lot of people have 
been trying to tell city hall for a long 
time — that some employes, especially 
the police, were underpaid and would 
probably leave for economic survival or 
better paying jobs in the same field. 
This has happened. 
Maybe we have to be told by “outside 
experts” or maybe this was an admin­ 
istrative stalling action that squeezed 
these underpaid people and their fami­ 
lies a few more months and resulted in 
the loss of several highly trained, dedi­ 
cated men in whom the city had a con­ 
siderable investment. At any rate, city 
hall has the word from a highly con­ 
servative agency, that we are paying 
sub-standard salaries to people from 
whom we demand superior services. 


Now, at least we have a springboard 
from which to start. Obviously, the city, 
budgetwise, is not financially prepared 
to immediately effect the increases rec­ 
om mended— which City Manager Wag­ 
ner estim ates would cost $8,000 per 
month. The fact of the matter is that 
the city administration has dragged its 
feet and has been derelict in caring for 
its employes, the most important ele­ 
ment in a successful resort city, while 
giving high priority to luxury items, 
i. e., municipal golf course, etc. It is 
faced with a real problem. 
Like private business or the head of 
a family, with limited resources, it must 
now sit down and discover where it is 
hurting the most, and take immediate 
steps for temporary relief to prevent 
further personnel losses while a study is 
completed prior to the 1960-61 budget, 
the preparation of which starts shortly 
after the new year.
